The Senate has agreed to vote 
late this afternoon.

“That the Congress favors 
the creation of a United States 
of Europe within the frame- 
work of the United Nations.” 

Coming at a time when Congress 
has before it proposals to give 
financial and other support to 
Greece and Turkey, and while the 
Big Four foreign ministers are 
meeting. at Moscow, the plan is 
more pertinent than it may have 
been in the past. 
Answer to “What Next?” 

One of the principal questions 
the American people are asking is: 
“If we give $400,000,000 to Greece 
and Turkey, what next?” 

In the view of Boggs, a pro- 
gressive 33-year-old resident of 
New Orleans, such a plan as this 
might answer the question by pro- 
viding a framework on which our 
policy toward aid for other na- 
tions could be built. 

“A federated Europe may once 
have seemed an idle dream,” 
Boggs said, “but today it is idle

Bevin also revealed that the 
United Kingdom had _ received

since the end of the war. 

The council agreed to invite 
representatives of the Austrian 
Government here immediately for 
discussion of the Austrian peace 
treaty. Russian Foreign Minister 
V. M. Molotov said he already had 
assured Foreign Minister Karl 


Gruber of Austria that visas would 
be issued for the Austrians as 
signed to come to Moscow. 

The action on Austria came aft- 
er Marshall had urged the council 
to break the Austrian treaty im- 
passe on what constitutes German 
assets in that country and had ex- 
pressed hope that the _ treaty 
would be completed in the Mos- 
cow meeting. He said that it was 
for this purpose—completing the 
treaty—that the Austrian Govern- 
ment representatives should be 
called into consultation.

WASHINGTON, March 21 (AP] 
— Under Secretary of State Ache- 
son said today the chief reason 
for aiding Greece and Turkey is, 
that it would be dangerous to the 
security of the United States to 
have Communist-dominated gov- 
ernments in the two countries.

Acheson testified before the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee 
on President Truman’s request 
for authority to use $400,000,000 
plus military advisers and mater~ 
lals to bolster the Greek and 
Turkish Governments against 
Communism, 

His exchanges with members 
were often long and involved and 
some reporters understood him te 
say at one point that Communist- 
dominated governments anywhere 
in the world would be dangerous 
to the security of the United 
States, 

What Transcript Shows. 

A study of the official transcript, 
when it became available, showed 
this exchange with Representative 
Judd (Rep.), Minnesota, -was 
recorded at that time: 

Judd: ‘Mr. Secretary, is our go- 
ing into Greece to Impose our will 
on the Greek people as it is so 
commonly and frequently said, or 
is the primary objective of our go- 
ing into Greece an attempt to pro-

Acheson: “It is the latter.” 

Judd: “I understand our major

The copies of the documents 
which Acheson agreed to make 
public were given committee mem- 
bers yesterday with “secret” 
stamped on them in big letters. 

Asked About Secrecy. 

When today’s session opened, 
Chairman Eaton (Rep.), New Jer- 
sey, asked Acheson about the 
“mysterious secrecy” attached to 
them. 

Eaton said the documents have 
“seemed to create more interest 
than the grave issue before us 
that of a major shift in American 
diplomatic policy. 

Acheson said Eaton had called 
his attention to a demand within 
the committee that copies of the 
document be furnished the press. 
He said the State Department now 
planned to do just that with the 
likelihood that they would be made 
public later in the day.

Communist Bands Giv- 
en in ‘Authentic Re- 
port, New York Times 
Story Asserts. 


NEW YORK, March 21 (AP)— 
The New York Times said today 
that “an authentic report” re- 
ceived yesterday in Washington 
stated that Communist bands in 
Greece had a strength of 13,000 
and sought to “cut Greece proper’ 
in half.” 

The source of the report was 
not given. 

The Times story, written from 
Washington by James Reston, 
said the immediate military ob- 
jective of the armed bands was to 
establish a corridor from the Al- 
banian border east to the Mount 
Olympus area on the Aegean Sea. 


In such an event, Greek Mace- 
donia would be sandwiched be- 
tween the corridor and Aegean to 
the south, with Yugoslavia and 
Bulgaria to the north and A- 
bania*on the west. 

The report said that “establish- 
ment of such a corridor would cut 
Greece proper in half, would per- 
mit relative freedom of movement 
for the bands and would sever 
the Greek Government's lines of 
communications.” 

Atrocities Reported. 

“Reports of many atrocities have 
been received and investigated, 
with the resulting conclusion that 
such atrocities definitely were 
committed by the bands during 
their battles,” the unnamed. source 
said. “Men, women and children 
have been killed.” 

Another section of the report 
said: 

“Armed bands operating in 
Greece are of two different types. 
The most extensive activity is 
carried on by bands taking orders 
from the Greek Communist party, 
or K.K.E., whose stated purpose is 
„„ « to displace the Greek civil 
and military authority with a 
Communist system of government. 
Activities of K.K. E. bands are 
principally confined to Greece it- 
self, although there is some evi- 
dence that their operations are 
directed from outside the country.

HOUSE APPROVES PRESIDENCY 
LIMIT OF 2 ELECTED TERMS 


WASHINGTON, March 21 (AP) 
—The House completed legislative 
action today on a resolution to 
put before the nation a Constitu- 
tional amendment limiting future 
Presidents to two elected terms. 
Approval came in accepting 81 
to 29, on a standing vote, a Sen- 
ate amendment which would al- 
low one man to serve a possible 
maximum of 10 years in the 
White House. 

The resolution does not require 
the President’s signature, It is 
referred to state legislatures au- 
tomatically and will not become 
effective until it is ratified by 
the lawmakers of 36 states. 

The amendment provides that 
no man may be elected President 
more than twice. A man who 
has served two years or more of 
another President's unexpired 
term may be elected to only one 
term of his own, The resolution 
specifically excludes President 
Truman from this limitation.

Oak, managing editor of the 
New Leader magazine, said he 
considers Josephsorf, former Tren- 
ton (N., J. lawyer, as more im- 
portant“ in the Communist party 
than Gerhart Eisler. The commit- 
tee has described Eisler as the 
No.1 Communist in America. 

Josephson refused to testify be- 
fore a subcommittee at hearings 
in New York. Chairman J. Par- 
hell Thomas (Rep.), New Jersey, 
said the full committee will meet 
Monday to “make up a contempt 
citation” against him. 
Testimony on Activities. 

Sprinkled through three hours 
of rapid questions and answers to- 
day was testimony linking Joseph- 
son with:

Revenue problems of St. Louis 
would be solved “in large meas- 
ure” without new taxes if the city 
could get a larger share from 
state sales and income tax rev- 
enue, Charles E. Albanese, Repub- 
lican nominee for president of the 
Board of Aldermen, said last 
night.

RE-STUDY OF SLUM 


Measure Killed in Alder- 
manic Committee by 
4-to-3 vote—Third De- 
feat in Two Years. 


For the third time in two years, 
the city administration’s economy 
bill authorizing transfer of City 
Sanitarium to the State of Mis- 
souri met defeat today. A four-to- 
three vote in the public welfare 
committee of the Board of Alder- 
men kept the bill from being re- 
ported 

Two years ago the sanitarium 
transfer bill had a majority in 
the Board of Aldermen but fell 
short of the two-thirds required 
for a measure disposing of city 
property. A year ago it failed to 
get a majority. This time it did 
not even reach the floor of the 
board. 

It is expected that the adminis- 
tration will make a fourth effort 
to get approval of the measure,

be reintroduced early in the

It has been estimated that the 
measure would save the city 
$1,000,000 to $1,500,000 a year. Op- 
position has been expressed byg 
some relatives of Sanitarium pa- 
tients, by employes of the insti- 
tution and by the AFL union of 
state, county and municipal em- 
ployes. 

Two members of the committee 
who voted to kill the bill, Alder- 
men Jasper C. Caston and Anton 
Niemeyer, are candidates for re- 
election April 1. 

Chairman Clara Hempelmann 
of the committee, Aldermen Lin- 
ton W. Peterson and Floyd L. 
McKinney,, voted to report the 
bill favorably, Caston, Niemeyer, 
Joseph R. Slay and Vernon II. 
Riehl voted against a report. 
Niemeyer said, as he had said he- 
fore, that he favored the bill, but 
thought it had not had sufficient 
discussion, and that further public 
hearings should be held.

He 
said neither he nor Sendlein at- 
tended the meeting because they 
were not notified that the housing 
bill was going to be discussed or 
the resolution offered. It has been

Smith, who headed the business 
men’s group in 1944, asserted that 
since he and Sendlein represent 
North St. Louis legislative dis- 
tricts, they should have been per- 
mitted to express their views be- 
fore the resolution was adopted.

Second, Marshall called for “a 
drafting and acceptance of a con- 
stitution which shall be German 
in origin and which shall be con- 
sistent with democratic principles 
and the decentralization of gov- 
ernment authority.” All powers 
not assigned the central govern- 
ment would remain in the state 
governments, 

Third, he said, there should be 
the assumption of the govern- 
mental authority by the central 
government created by the con- 
stitution and by the state au- 
thorities recognized by the consti- 
tution, 

Calls for Action Now. 

“IT will submit a proposal em- 
bodying these ideas,” he said. “I 
feel that the process outlined 
above should be gotten under way 
at once, so that there will be prop- 
erly constituted German authori- 
ties which can carry out the terms 
of the peace settlement on which 
we are now working.” 

In introducing his program, 
Marshall said: “The (Allied) Con- 
trol Council is not, nor can it ever 
be, a substitute for a German gov- 
ernment. Nor did the United 
States intend to deny to the Ger- 
man people the right to manage 
their own affairs as soon as they 
were able to do so in a demo- 
cratic, peaceful way with genuine 
respect for human rights and 
fundamental freedoms.” 

Marshall asserted “the time has 
now come to authorize the Ger- 
mans to establish a provisional 
government to deal with matters 
of nation-wide concern’ which the 
states cannot adequately handle.” 

He said that “no German gov- 
ernment can function unless the 
basic essentials on which German 
economic unity depends are 
agreed on and implemented by all 
four powers and unless effective 
guarantees exist for the safe 
guards of the fundamental free- 
doms in all parts ef Germany.”

Bevin in introducing his propo- 
sal for a German government 
warned that the Council of For- 
eign Ministers does not want to 
see the creation of a system which 
can be dominated by one party or 
authority—the kind of thing, he 
said, that did so much to help 
Adolf Hitler to the top. 

“We (the British) do not believe 
Germany should merely . change 
from the Nazi party to another 
party, nor from Nazi ideology to 
some other ideology,” he said. 

A one-party system called the 
Social Unity party, made up of a 
merger of the Communists and 
Socialists, operates in Russian-oc- 
cupled eastern Germany. 

Bevin declared that if the coun- 
cil could agree on principles of 
government, economic arrange 
ments and the American-sponsored 
four-power German disarmament 
treaty, then the Big Four should 
be able to hold Germany in check 
until satisfied that it had become 
a democratic and peaceful nation. 

Bevin's proposal for a German 
federalized government, set forth 
in a 600-word paper, called for 
creation of a two-house legislature 
along the lines of the United 
States Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives, a President without 
executive powers and strong state 
rights. 

The British plan envisions a 
lower legislative chamber elected 
according to population and an 
upper chamber elected on the 
basis of a fixed number of repre- 
sentatives from each of the 
states.

Once the barriers 
were down, the workers of vary- 
ing races and religious labored to- 
gether efficiently and learned to 
accept each other without bias or 
rancor, said the FEPC. 
How Bias Has Grown Here. 

A special study by the United 
States Employment Service in St. 
Louis, covering total and non- 
white employment for January 
1945, as contrasted with January 
1946, in a selected group of St. 
Louis industries, reveals the pat- 
tern of discrimination around the 
country, the report said. 

In a total of 465 St. Louis firms, 
non-whites totaled 27,537 or 11.6 
per cent of all workers in Janu- 
ary 1945, the committee reported. 
But by the succeeding January, 
their numbers had fallen to 21,320 
comprising only 10.7 per cent of 
total employment. 

“The burden of this loss,” said 
the report, “occurred in 218 man- 
ufacturing firms which alone ac- 
counted for a 5537 decrease, or all 
but 680 of the total loss by Negro 
workers. In trade and service oc- 
cupations, involving 228 firms, 
colored workers held their own in 
numbers and proportion. In the 
remaining 19 firms, covering all 
other industries, their representa- 
tion décreased from 7.4 to 5.2 per 
cent.” 

Survey Here Most Revealing. 

The most telling of all the spe- 
cial reports from 11 selected labor 
market areas on the incidence of 
discriminatory employer orders 
received in USES offices was the 
one from St. Louis, said the 
FEPC. For the two-week period 
of Feb. 1-15, 1946, it was reported, 
83 per cent of a total of 3213 job 
orders were discriminatory. All 
of these 2676 discriminatory 
orders for workers contained 
specifications as to race. 

The National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People 
made a survey of the advertise- 
ments for workers in the Post- 


Dispatch for February 1946, dis- 


closing a total of 2577 discrimina- 
tory want ads, or almost 100 daily 
in this one newspaper, the FEPC 
report went on. Only 24 want 
ads specified the religion pre- 
ferred, but 2205 were for “white 
male” or “white female” only, and 
often concerned jobs or occupa- 
me ty generally regarded as Negro 
jobs. 
Lag in Vocational Training. 
One of the postwar hazards of 
the Negro worker in St. Louis is 
his inability to obtain vocational 
training, said the report. At the 
start of 1946, 1000 Negro veterans 
in St. Louis were waiting for 
training opportunities, it was said. 
“Both for veterans, and non- 
veterans the locally responsible 
people have failed to act to pro- 
vide facilities for training oppor-

Discrimination Against Jews. 

A report prepared for the FEPC 
by the St. Louis Council of the 
American-Jewish community rela- 
tions -council shows anti-Jewish 
discriminatory employment prac- 
tices in the area. Interviews were 
conducted by the council in 24 
employment agencies. Twenty 
agencies stated flatly that Jewish 
applicants for employment are 
more difficult to place than non- 
Jews. 

All 24, the report went on, ad- 
mitted receiving discriminatory 
job orders specifying non-Jews, 
both during the war and since, 
and all 24 conceded that they 
service such orders. Only three of 
the agencies said they had a def- 
inite policy of attempting to “sell” 
qualified Jewish applicants to em- 


‘| ployers who epecify. gentiles. None 


of the 24 agencies maintains any 
employment services for Negro 
workers. 

“The survey described anti- 
Jewish discrimination in the St. 
Louis area as being less intense

PLEADS GUILTY OF 
EVADING TAXES 


Jerome Lane Admits 
$40,499 Delinquency 
on Federal Levies, Is 
Fined $10,000. 


Jerome Lane, general manager 
and half-owner of the United 
States Wiping Cloth Co., pleaded: 
guilty of evading payment of $40,- 
499 in Federal income taxes for 
1943 and 1944 before United States 
District Judge Richard M. Dun- 
can today. 

Judge Duncan fined Lane $10,- 
000, $5000 on each of two counts 
in his indictment, and gave him a 
suspended sentence of three years 
in a penitentiary on each count. 
Setting the period of probation at 
three years, Judge Duncan ordered 
Lane to pay the fine and the 
amount demanded by the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue within that 
time, 

The total Lane was ordered to 
pay is about $75,000, less about 


$30,000 he has already payed on 
account, Remaining to be paid is 
$10,499 in taxes, $20,052 in penal- 
ties, about $5000 in interest and 
the $16,000 fine. 

Assistant District Attorney 
David M. Robinson told the court 
Lane’s net income in 1943 and 
1944 had totalled $94,120, but that 
he had only reported a total of 
about $45,000 in the two years. 

Robinson told the court that in 
1943, Lane began devising “many 
complicated and devious” schemes 
to evade income taxes. He bor- 
rowed $32,500 from his regular

William Cuthbertson, treasurer 
of the St. Louis chapter of, the 
American Recreation Association, 
which works closely with the city 
recreation division, cited a specific 
example of the effect of abolition 
of daylight saving. 

“This year more than 400 soft- 
ball teams have applied for per- 
mits to play in the parks and 
playgrounds,” he said, “Just this 
one activity will involve 5000 
people, If the daylight saving law 
is repealed, 200 teams will have 
to be dropped automatically, There 
is no other way of doing it.

Sheriff Says Daughter of. 
Couple Dead in Blast 
Will Be Accused as Ac- 
cessory. __ 


SANTA ANA, Calif., March 21 
(UP)—Grand jury indictments will 
be sought against Beulah Louise 
Overell and her 21-year-old fiance 
in the deaths of Miss Overell’s 
parents, Sheriff James Musick an- 
nounced today. 

Musick held a press conference 
to reveal the plans for procedure 
against the 17-year-old heiress to 
the $600,000 estate of Mr. and Mrs. 
Walter Overell, who died Sunday 
in the explosion of their motor 
cruiser Mary E., at Newport Har- 
bor. Earlier he conferred with 
Police Chief R. R. Hodgkinson of 
Newport Beach and Tom Mur- 
phine, chief criminal deputy of the 
sheriff's office. 

Prefers Grand Jury Action. 

District Attorney James IL. 
Davis attended the conference 
with Hodgkinson and Murphine. 
Musick said Davis preferred to 
seek grand jury indictments of 
Miss Overell and George Collum. 
Rather than file murder com- 
plaints against them. 

Musick said the decision to hold 
the pair for grand jury action 
would be presented to their at- 
torneys, If the counsel for Miss 
Overell and Gollum reject the 
plan, Musick said, complaints 
charging murder will be issued 
immediately. 

Gollum and his fiancee have 
been living in the Overell’s Moor- 
ish mansion in Flintridge since 
the tragedy. 

“We are convinced that these 
people were bludgeoned to death 
before the explosion,” Hodgkinson 
said, “We have evidence that they 
were dead before the blast.” 

Miss Overell almost certainly 
did not strike her parents, Musick 
said, She will be accused as an 
accessory, he said,

Theories on Fractures. 

Capt. Tom McGaff of the sher- 
iff’s identification bureau said the 
fractures on Overell's head were 
an exact fit for a ball pein 
hammer, but Dr. Montanus said 
they could have been caused by 
blows from a pipe or from the 
force of the blast. 

Mrs, Joseph Stomel, mother of 
Gollum and a friend of the Over- 
ell family, said it was “a lot of 
nonsense” to think that either 
family had been opposed to her 
son marrying the Overell girl. 

The sheriff and Hodgkinson 
had advanced opposition to the 
marriage as a possible motive.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 21— 
Softening amendments to the King- 
Thompson public utility anti-strike 
bill have been prepared by Repre- 
sentative R. J. King Jr. with 
Speaker Murray E. Thompson's 
approval, in the hope that they 
will lessen organized labor's oppo- 
sition to the bill. : 

King said today that the amend- 
ments would be submitted to the 
House Labor Committee Monday 
night for its approval. 

Chief among the proposed 
changes is the elimination of the 
penalty clause under which any 
person participating in a strike 
after the plant had 3 seized by 
the Governor could be imprisoned 
and fined. 

The state-seizure provision, 
which King and Thompson con- 
sider the most important, is re- 
tained, to be effective if either 
party to a labor dispute in a pub- 
lic utility refuses to follow the 
recommendation of the mediation 
panel set up by the act, or in 
case there is a strike or lockout, 
adtual or threatened, creating a 
condition which the Governor be- 
lieves will cause interruption of 
service, 

At public hearings on the bill, 
labor representatives objected 
strenuously to the penalty section, 
contending that it would be unen- 
forceable and that imprisonment 
of a person for refusal to work 
was unconstitutional. King and 
Thompson, after study, came to 
the contlusion there was much 
doubt that the provision would 
stand up and decided to recom- 
mend its elimination 

New J Law. 

“The New Jersey act, which this 
one follows closely, contains no 
penalty clause,” King said, “and 
it seems to have been effective in 
preventing stoppages of services |= 
in a number of instances. We be- Le 
lieve that the threat of state 
seizure will operate to prevent 
strikes and lockouts. If it does 
not and experience shows a 
penalty is necessary, it can al- 
ways be added by the Legislature.” 

An increase in the membership 
of the board of mediation from 
three to five, to be appointed by 
the Governor, also will be recom- 
mended to the committee. The 
original plan of representa- 
tion for employers and labor 
unions, with a chairman neither 
an employer nor employe is re- 
tained, The proposed change will, 
make possible representation on 
the board of representatives both 
of the AFL and the CIO. :

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RIGHT TO CONDEMN 
LAND FOR PARKING 
URGED FOR CITY 


Plan by Mayor’s Traffic 
Committee Would 
Have Private Opera- 
tion of Facilities, 


Enabling legislation to permit 
the city to condemn land for off- 


area was recommended yesterday 
by the Mayor’s Traffic Committee. | ¥ 

The recommendation urged that 
the city be empowered to acquire 
land for the purpose, but that op- 
eration of the parking facilities be 
conducted by private operators, 
othe ee ee 
eity. 

The action was taken after Har- 
land Bartholomew, city planning 
engineer, told the committee that 
the city must provide parking 
space as the solution to a commu- 
nity problem. He said that if the 
problem of acquiring the space 
were left to private operators, the 
amount of needed space would not 
be acquired nor would the park- 
ing facilities be located properly. 
He recommended, however, that 
operation of the facilities be han- 
died by private operators. 

Bartholomew said St. Louis was 
the only one of the 10 largest 
cities in which the ratio of per- 
sons entering the main shopping 
area had increased ‘in last 20 
years. This was possible, he said, 
because of the city’s construction 
of a major street program 

He said the ratio of persons 
entering the downtown area in 
1926 was 227 daily per 1000 of 
population and that this ratio had 
increased to 250 by last year. He 
said the best way to handle the 
problem was by increasing park- 
ing facilities. These are the mod- 
ern substitutes for subways, he 
said, and may be obtained much 
more economically. 

The Traffic Division of the De- 

partment of Streets & Sewers yes- 
terday abandoned a two-day ex- 
periment permitting left turns at 
the electric signals at Twelfth 
boulevard and Franklin avenue. 
The experiment was Made in an 
effort to synchronize the lights 
„with those at Twelfth and Delmar 
boulévards, a block away. Instead 
of speeding the flow of traffic, it 
was found the new system caused 
traffic jams in rush hours. The 
signals were changed yesterday 
to prohibt the left turns, as they 
did formerly. 
At a meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen today an ordinance to 
eliminate 27 stop signs at intersec- 
tions was adopted. The board 
adopted also a measure establish- 
ing five more stop intersections 
and named Laclede avenue, be- 
‘tween Grand boulevard and Kings- 
highway, and Macklind avenue, 
between Bancroft and Fyler ave- 
nues, major streets, meaning each 
intersecting street will be a stop 
street.

HOUSE PASSES BILL REVISING 
STATE'S INCOME TAX LAWS

JEFFERSON CITY, March 21— 


A bill to repeal a law requiring 
taxpayers to file a certified copy 
of their federal income tax return 
with their state income tax re- 
turn, was passed — by the 


House and sent to the Senate. 
Representative Cecil T. Taylor 
of Shelbyville, author of the meas- 
ure, said the requirement was a 
“nuisance” that could be eliminat- 
ed because the Federal Govern- 
ment will now permit the state to 


inspect any réturns it receives 
from Missouri taxpayers. The

Shortage of Arable Land, Growing 
Population, Big Japanese Problem 


Former Occupied. Areas No Longer Provide 
Homes for Emigrants or Food U.S. Re- 
forms Designed to Help. ä

It is hoped to bring another 


3,500,000 acres under cultivation in 
the next Yive years, which repre- 
gents the most that can be done 
without risk of erosion and silta- 
tion taking existing arable land 
out of use. 

These few million acres must 


provide food for a population of 

78,000,000 which is increasing at 

the rate of 1,000,000 annually. 
Tapped Occupied Area. 

Formerly several million Japa- 
nese supported themselves abroad. 
Formosa, Korea, Manchuria and 
other non-Japanese countries were 
made to provide food for Japan 
before Pearl Harbor. In the war 
Japan tapped the food resources 
of other occupied territories. 

Before the war Japan was able 
to buy what food it could not 
exact from conquered territory by 
— the products of its thriving 
export industries. Now Korea, 
Formosa and Manchuria are free 
of Japanese control. They provide 
neither overseas homes for emi- 
grant Japanese nor food for stay- 
at-home Japanese. 

The feeding of this enormous 
and constantly growing population 
with so little arable land at home 
and such drastically curtailed ex-

Weather has a larger bearing on 
annual yields than either fertilizer 
or methods of ‘cultivation. 

Knowing that Japan always will 
have to import part of the food 
required by its mounting popula- 
tion, the occupation is trying to 
revive Japanese export industries 
so that funds will be available to 
buy necessary food without calling 
on the United States Treasury for 
annual cash advances, 


Farms Are Gardens. 

There are about 5,600,000 farms 
in Japan as compared with 6,800,- 
000 in the United States. The aver- 
age farm in Japan is 2.5 acres but 
67 per cent of the farms of Japan 
are smaller than that. 

One third of the farms of Japan 
are only one and one-fourth acres 


“We must hope that from out- 
right rejection of international

Protection Difficult. 


In the same publication, an au- 
thority on the social aspects of 
atomic warfare said that elaborate 
protective measures would fail to 
prevent mass fatalities in the 
event of an atomic attack. 


Ansley Coale, secretary of the 
Social Science Research Council's 
committee on atomic energy, said 
it was “difficult” to outline pro- 
tective measures which would re- 
duce deaths “below seven or eight 
figures” in the event of an atomic 
bomb attack in force on densely 
populated areas. 

“A drastic program of disper- 
sion of — population centers 
would decréase the number of cas- 
ualties,” he said. “But unfortu- 
nately, since the estimated cost 
of an atomic bomb is only $1,000,- 
000, it would presumably be easier 
for other powers to add to the 
strength of their attack than for 
this country to increase the num- 
ber of targets by building smaller 
cities.” 

Coale said the degree of decen- 
tralization necessary to reduce

Aside from bad plumbing and

Probably so. No nation can act unilaterally 
without encouraging other nations to do the 
same when it serves their purposes. It is a 
chance we had to take. The United States has 
criticized the Soviet Union for unilateral action 
and this country is now subject to similar criti- 
cism. But the condition of the world is such 
that United Nations action was impossible to ob- 
tain, because the United Nations has neither 
funds nor police power. Obviously, moreover, 
the Soviet Union would block by the veto power 
an action directed against itself.

The President's address sought the accom- 
plishment of our aims by economic means, but 
he did not preclude the use of force.

This question could hardly be asked seriously 
of the people of Missouri, but was obviously 
designed to raise fears of cost. The answer 
is that President’s plan will certainly cost 
a great deal.

However, the even- 
tual cost, however large, will undoubtedly be 
less than the cost of another war, or the cost 
of national defense if the Soviet Union is per- 
mitted to expand without limit.

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How to Be Unoriginal 

An Easter coiffure-bonnet containing a live 
rabbit was chosen as the “most original” at a 
Kansas City contest, which goes to prove how 
far astray people can go in their notion of what 
is original, Medusa had live snakes in her hair 
—not merely one, but lots of them—and Medusa 
is a very old legend, An Easter hat with a live 
rabbit in it is as original as the nebular hypoth- 
esis, and just about as attractive. . 

It is, in fact, a confession of unoriginality, 
signed and attested by three witnesses. The 
purpose of a coiffure, or a bonnet, or a coiffure- 
bonnet (as it seems they call them when it 
,doesn’t matter where one leaves off and the 
other starts) is to do certain difficult but be- 


witching things with the face and figure. It 


should make the dumpy figure seem ripe, the 
skinny figure svelte, the pug nose pert, the wide 
mouth luscious, the high brow intelligent, and 
so forth. 

The Kansas City concoction, however, does 
nothing but transform these undesirable ap- 
pearances into the same undesirable appearances 
with a rabbit on top. It is startling, and if the 
judges want to change the classification from 
“most original” to “most nerve-wracking” we 
will go along a good deal of the way en that. 
But when a really original coiffure—or bonnet, 
or coiffure-bonnet—comes along, it won‘t have 
to attract notice by startling; it will be attended 
for its freshness as the bee attends the flower 
and the grass the rain.

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Toward County Economy 

Reducing the number of constitutional offi- 
cials in small Missouri counties will become 
possible under three bills unanimously per- 
fected in the House, They should pass and un- 
doubtedly will.

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Fine Act of Statesmanship 

The centuries-old dream of a United States 
of Europe, outlined at length in a Post-Dispatch 
editorial of last Sunday, entitled, “In Clio’s 
Womb,” has received strong impetus in Con- 
gress. This impetus takes the form of a reso- 
lution, introduced today in the House by Repre- 
‘sentative Boggs of Louisiana and in the Senate 
by Messrs. Fulbright and Thomas. 

Short and pithy, the resolution is reminiscent 
of the now famous one-sentence resolution of 
Mr. Fulbright, passed by the House in 1943, ex- 
pressing approval of American participation in a 
postwar international organization. The Ful- 
bright resolution was a forerunner to establish- 
ment of the United Nations, The present reso- 
lution is equally simple. It reads: 


\ That the Congress favors the creation of 


a United States of Europe within the frame- 
‘work of the United Nations. ; 


The idea of a federated Europe has recently 
been advanced, by Winston Churchill, Prime 
Minister Attlee, Prime Minister Smuts of South 
Africa and John Foster Dulles, adviser to Gen, 
Marshall at Moscow. But it has long been a 
favorite topic of speculation by statesmen and 
philosophers. 


An idea for a united Europe was advanced by 


Henry IV in his “Great Design” of the seven- 
teenth century. Nearly 100 years ago, in a fa- 


mous speech, Victor Hugo eloquently pleaded - 


for it. Former Prime Minister Briand of France 
urged the idea before the old League of Na- 
tions. 

What gives the idea new force is the devas- 
tation which Europe is suffering today, and the 
realization, brought tragically home by the Sec- 
ond World War, that something fundamental 
must be done if European civilization is to sur- 
vive. A federated Europe, even if it were lim- 
ited to the elimination of customs barriers, would 
be of immense benefit to the suffering peoples 
of Europe. a 

There are, of course, a thousand obstacles to 
a United States of Europe—old hatreds, old ri- 
valries, differences of language and of race, eco- 
nomic jealousies and whatnot, To say these can- 
not be overcame is, perhaps, to be “practical,” 
but the urgency of the timgs is such that states- 
manship must transcend mere practicality. 

Representative Boggs and Senators Fulbright 
and Thomas have started a movement in Con- 
gress which may have a profound effect upon 
the future of Europe and, hence, the future of 
the world. What they have done is to start a 
discussion which may well be the prelude to 
action, 
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Die Hards Against Daylight Time 
When it comes to daylight saving time, St. 
Louis theater owners die hard indeed. This is 
one political issue on which.even the Chamber 
of Commerce and Liberal Voters’ League can 
agree, rejoicing in an unaccustomed handclasp. 


But the Motion Picture Theater Owners’ Asso- 5 


ciation remains obstinate and opposed. . 

A year ago the Board of Aldermen voted 20 

to 5 for the time-saving ordinance. Then the 
movie men, who feel that moving up the clocks 
costs them some profits, inserted the issue into 
the April 1 election by means of petition. They 
refused to accept defeat. They also rejected 
the mass of evidence against them. If all this 
were laid end to end, it would stretch from the 
last Sunday in April to the last Sunday in Sep- 
tember, and probably will. 
A host of civic organizations favor daylight 
time. They represent business, labor, veterans, 
the schools and recreation and welfare groups. 
Many business. men desire to co-ordinate St. 
Louis clocks with those of major cities to the 
east. Juvenile authorities predict that more play- 
time would cut down delinquency. And there is 
always the lure of that extra hour of healthy 
sunshine for everybody. 

Finally, there are the polls. A year ago the 
Post-Dispatch egnducted a thorough poll which 
showed a 2% to 1 majority in favor of daylight 
time. Letters to the Board of Aldermen favored 


the idea by 5 to 1. Two winter polls, directed 


by radio stations and by Washington University 
marketing students, produced a 2 to 1 edge for 
putting the clocks ahead. 

Still the theater operators have to be con- 
vinced. Voters who want to retain daylight sav- 
ing will have to scratch Yes to vote No against 
the repeal ordinance. This is a complicated bal- 
loting trick, but most citizens will probably 
master it by election day. 
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11,100 Per Cent Mark-Up 


In analyzing the State Senate’s small-loan bill . 
Monday, we intentionally stated one fact over- 
conservatively. We said that a lender who bor- 
rows from the bank at 3 per cent and then lends 
the money out at 26 per cent has marked his 
“goods” up seven and two-thirds times, or 767 
per cent. Small operators with good credit rat- 
ings can borrow for 3 per cent, and the Senate 
would let them lend at 26. Big operators, how- 
ever, and particularly the state-wide and na- 
tional small-loan chains, pay much less than 
3 per cent for money. 

The big operator shops around in the 90-day 
money market for $500,000 or $1,000,000, which 
he frequently gets for as little as one-half of 1 
per cent. (Such a rate is not uncommon; it is 
also available to AAA-rated large merchants and 
manufacturers.) When the deal is made, the

of course, trying to “load up“ people who come 
in to make payments on the loans they already 
have. : 

When money is borrowed at one-half of 1 per 
cent and lent at 26, the mark-up is not 767 per 
cent but 5100. If it is lent at 56 per cent, as 
the Senate bill permits on two-month contracts, 
the mark-up is 11,100 per cent. Compare 767, 
5100 or 11,100 per cent with the 200 per cent or 
so mark-up on even the slowest-turnover goods 
of other merchants—and remember that small- 
loan credit is a very-rapid-turnover business.

Time was never so ripe” for a United States of Europe, editorial 
says; leaders of Western powers have spoken for federation; they 
lopk to America for leadership; says our present policy is too de- 
fensive; Continent of competing nations can never hope for peace.”

A resolution favoring creation of a 
United States of Hurope was introduced in 
Congress, today by Representative Boggs of 
Loutsiana and by Senators Fulbright of 
Arkansas and Thomas of Utah, as told on 
Page 1. The resolution was prompted by 
the following editorial. 


Just a year ago Soviet Russia threatened 
to overwhelm Iran; and out of that crisis 
developed the Byrnes policy of “patience 
and firmness.” By and large, it has been 
a good policy; but not good enough. 

Today in Greece we have Iran all over 
again, Mr. Byrnes is gone, but President 
Truman and Secretary Marshall are hold- 
ing fast and firm. The President has met 
the challenge of Russia, and there is little 
doubt that America will now come to the 
aid of Greece. So far, 80, good; but still 
not good enough, 

The plain truth is that, in a positive 
sense, America does not have a foreign 
policy, at least where Russia and Europe 
are concerned. Our policy, such as it is, 


' springs not from action, but reaction, Since 


the end of the war we have waited for 
Russia to punch, and then (sometimes) we 
counter-punch, | 


A Patch-Work Policy 


The struggle for Germany and Austria is 
now going on at Moscow. Italy and France 
are breathing under the oxygen tent of 
American dollars. Now Greece calls for 
artificial respiration. And we are driven 
to the humiliating expedient of backing 
Franco for fear Spain, too, will fall into 
the Soviet orbit. 

Just as after the first World War, we 
are trying to patch Europe together again 
without any regard for economic and po- 
litical unity. Two World Wars and many 
smaller ones have shown that a disunited 
Europe, composed of competing nations, 
can never hope for peace or prosperity. 

What would a dis-United States be like? 
Suppose our great states and regions were 
nations, each with armies and tariff bar- 
riers? Can anyone doubt that war and 
poverty would soon be America’s lot? 

Yet that is the way we are trying to 
reconstruct Europe. It is utterly hopeless 
and it won’t work., Europe must be uni- 
fied; there is no permanent alternative, 


Germany Would Fit In 


The United Nations is not the answer to 
this problem. A United States of Europe 
could become a great and wonderful new 
force within the U.N., as the U.S.A. is, but 
there is little that the U.N. can now do to 
solve the economic and political anarchy 
of present-day Europe. 

The noble task of welding Western Eu- 
rope into a new democratic power can only 
be accomplished by the nations at interest, 
with the encouragement of the U.S.A. 

The world is divided over whether Ger- 
many shall be made strong or weak. All 
Europe would benefit economically from a 
strong and highly productive Reich, but a 
vigorous Germany might again become a 
military threat to its neighbors. That is 
the dilemma at the Moscow Conference, 

But if Germany became a part of a 
United States of Europe, there would be no 
such problem. With fear of aggression 
abandoned, all hands would set about re- 
storing German industry. 


There is nothing new or novel about this 
solution. George Washington once wrote 
to Gen. Lafayette: “We have sowed seeds 
of liberty and union that will spring up 
everywhere on earth. One day, taking its 
pattern from the United States, there. will 
be founded the United States of Europe.” 


Champions of Unity 


Winston Churchill, who is no utopian, is 
presently championing a united Europe 
with all of his energy. Recently Gen. 
Smuts and John Foster Dulles spoke up 
for federation. President Truman is sym- 
pathetic to the idea, and Prime Minister 
Attlee is the author of “Europe must fed- 
erate or perish.” Leon Blum and Edouard 
Herriot have long been advocates of fed- 
eration; and it is no secret that De Gaulle 
leans in the same direction. 


Count Coudenhove-Kalergi, the famous 
spokesman for European federation, is now 
polling 3913 members of European parlia- 
ments on the establishment of a European 
Federation within the framework of the 
U.N. So far, he has received 624 replies 
and only 12 were against the plan. 


Among the 86 members of the French 
Assembly who answered Yes, are Vincent 
Auriol, now President of the Republic; Vice 
Premier Henri Teitgen; War Minister Paul 
Coste-Floret; Maurice Schumann, founder 
‘of the M.R.P., and Rene Capitant, leader of 
the De Gaullist Union. 


Of the 107 members of the British Parlia- 
ment who voted for federation, 64 belonged 
to the Labor party and 34 to the Conserva- 
tive group. One-third of all members of 
Italy’s National Assembly voted for the 
plan, including Cabinet and party leaders. 


Scant Time to Lose 


The Greek proponents number three 
party leaders and former prime ministers. 
„Belgium, Luxemburg and The Netherlands 
are already trying to create a customs- 
union in the heart of Western Europe. 


Count Coudenhove-Kalergi believes that 
if a fair plebiscite were held tomorrow on 
the issue of federation, men and women of 
all parties and nations would vote over- 
whelmingly for union, 


Doubtless Russia would oppose such a 
solution. Thus, there might be some fric- 
tion at first. But how about the friction 
that exists now? If Europe remains help- 
lessly divided, and Russia and America 
continue to battle month by month over 
one and then another European nation, we 
may have something worse than friction. 


There is not much time to lose, and the 
time for federation was never so ripe. Post- 
war Europe is still in a fluid state; its mil- 
lions of citizens desperately need a new 
hope; the political climate is favorable; 
and, above all, the democratic world is 


looking to the United States of America 


for vision, 


It will be costly, but not as costly as our 
present policy. It will be discouraging, es- 
pecially at first, but not as discouraging 
as what is happening now. And if we 
succeed, we will have accomplished one of 
the great undertakings of mankind.

Objection to Reilly. 


When Reilly's name was pro- 
posed to the Senate Labor Com- 
mittee, Senator Morse of Oregon 
raised a mild objection. He said 
it was his understanding that 
Reilly was the author of Senate 
Bill 360, which bears Ball’s name 
and which makes drastic changes 
in the Wagner Act. Morse argued 
that, since Reilly was the propo- 
nent of one of the measures to be 
considered, it was not proper to 
select him as an impartial con- 
sultant. 

“That is not correct.“ Ball re- 
plied. “Fhe ideas in 360 are mine. 
I had Mr. Reilly's help in drafting 
that bill.” 

There was some furfher discus- 
sion. Democrats on the commit- 
tee supported Reilly. At last a 
vote was taken. Three Repub- 
licans voted against Reilly. They 
were Morse, Ives of New York and 
Aiken of Vermont. 


Morse’s Compromise. 


Some days earlier, in a lengthy 
speech on the Senate floor, Morse 
had analyzed the labor bills to be 
considered by the committee. He 
spoke out of his years of experi- 
ence as a teacher of law and his 
practical experience as a member 
of the War Labor Board. That 
| ch, set in the framework of 
Morse's liberal philosophy, was on 
a very high level. 

A considerable part of it was 


devoted to pointing out the 
dangers which Morse sees in Bill 


360. He called it “an attempt to 
repeal the Wagner Act by emascu- 
lation.“ The point that Morse 
made repeatedly, as he went over 
sections of the bill, was that it 
would substitute government 
power for free collective bargain- 
ing. The Ball bill, according to 
Morse, would destroy the right to 


Toward the close of his Ae Be 
Morse introduced his own amend- 
ments to the Wagner Act. These 
would outlaw jurisdictional strikes 
and ‘secon boycotts. They 
would expand the National Labor 
Relations Board from three to 
seven members to take care of the 
gre tly increased burden of cases. 

mployers would be guaranteed 
their constitutional right to free- 
dom of speech. And the NLRB 
would be permitted to go into 
federal court to enjoin either em- 
ployers or. employes where the 
board was convinced that nothing 
else would do, 

Anything beyond this will put 
labor relations in a Government 
straitjacket, as Morse sees it. He 
has considerable support for his 
point of view in the committee. 
But those who will support what 
they feel is the maximum legisla- 
tion necessary to correct present 
abuses have no illusions. : 


Even if they get a 7-to-6 com- 
mittee vote for the mild as op- 
posed to the drastic proposal, they 
know the Senate will ignore this 
recommendation. The votes of Re- 
publicans, plus Southern Demo- 
crats, will make Senate Bill 360, 
or something very much like it, 
the law of the land. 
Ostrich-like Stupidity. 

The House is likely to be even 
more hard-boiled. As of today, 
the labor legislation coming out 
of the Eightieth Congress prom- 
ises to change the pattern of in- 
dustrial life in America. Whether 
it will produce more strikes, more 
strife, more court cases, as Morse 
and the. liberals believe, or 
whether it will create industrial 
peace, the nation will soon ſearn. 

In the face of this almost cer- 
tain eventuality, organized labor 
is behaving with the same ostrich- 
like stupidity that has character- 
ized the labor movement in recent 
years. Morse is being berated for 
his mild proposals, bor leaders 
accuse him of favoring compulsory 
arbitration. By agreeing to the 
mild proposals, there is just a 
chance that labor might avert the 
fate of Government control. But 
such a strategic move is apparent- 
ly beyond the grasp of the present 
leaders of labor.

any Chinese who may have lis- 
tened to our Government's ex- 
planation of its policy may have 
felt something very mysterious. 
Why, he was almost bound to 
wonder, does the United States of- 
fer to Greece that assistance 
without strings which it so con- 
‘spicuously withholds from anti- 
Communist China? 


Goose and Gander. 


Why the discrimination against 
the Chinese Government? Why is 
the sauce deemed appropriate for 
the Grecian goose not sauce for 
the Chinese gander? 

One official American answer is, 
there is more than one way to 
serve a goose. The gander, being 
huge, would take a lot more sauce. 
In other words, some officials 
say, while we wanted the same 
results in China as in Greece, dif- 
ferent circumstances caused us to 
go about getting them in another 


way. 
“Or are you perhaps willing to 


go to war with the Soviet Union 
over Manchuria?” they ask. 

Frankly, I see no more danger 
of war in standing up 
Soviets in Manchuria than in 
Macedonia—and possibly more 
profit: 

Such argument is, however, fruit- 
less. In my judgment, the reason 
for the divergence between our 
policy in China last year and our 
policy in Greece this year is not 
one of circumstances but of se- 
quence. 0 

Back in 1945—when the Marshall 
policy of bringing the Kuomintang 
and the Communist Chinese to- 
gether started—the President and 
top American officials still hoped 
that we could get peace with Rus- 
sia by friendly negotiations on 
the basis of previous Soviet 
promises, | 

Today they have reached the 
conclusion that no negotiations 
with Moscow can be successful un- 
less backed by preponderant force. 
What. failed in China in 1946 is 
not going to be repeated in Greece 
in 1947, 

If this inference is correct, the 
next step will be to bring our pol- 
icy toward China into step with 
our policy toward Greece, 


A Rebuff to Molotov. 


Secretary Marshall's flat refusal 
to discuss at Moscow the Chinese 
situation with Foreign Minister 
Molotov can be interpreted as a 
symptom. Back in 1945 President 
Truman stated that the Chinese 
civil war was a matter of concern 
to the entire world. Now he seems 
to feel with Generalissimo Chiang 
that it is a matter for the Chinese. 

Obviously, this is a rebuff to 
Commissar Molotov. For the Rus- 
sian proposal is the climax of the 
kind of long-term campaign that 
succeeded with Poland and Yugo- 
slavia. It was carefully prepared 
in advance by American Moscow- 
Firsters. For the last six months 
these people have been predicting 
that the Chinese problem could 
only be settled by the United 
3 in co-operation with Rus- 
sia. 

Generalissimo Chiang’s decision 
to fight the civil war to a finish 
even if this means relinquishing 
American financial support, is 
Clearly irking Moscow just as 
much as it irks the American 
Russia-Firsters. 

As time goes on, I think that 
we can expect greater American 
support of the Chinese National 
Government.

Hunters Cold 


~ OTTAWA, March 21 (AP) — 
Canadian hunters needn’t worry— 
they'll be able to go duck-hunting 
this fall despite a National Audu- 
bon Society proposal in Washing- 
ton for a one-year moratorium on 
hunting of migrating fowl in 
North America. 

However, officials of the Wild 
Life Protection Division, Mines 
and Resources Department, warn 
that the duck situation is becom- 
ing “rapidly worse.” 
“probably” will be shorter than 
oe year and the bag further lim- 

ed. ‘ 

A heavy increase in hunters 
these last three years and unfa-. 
vorable weather during the breed- 
ing season have seriously cut into 
the duck population throughout 
North America, said Dr. O. H.

At the present time, the depart- 
ment is awaiting reports on the 
winter’s bird survey, to learn how 
many ducks wintered safely.

DAYTONIA BEACH, Fia., March 21. 


S one of the many million American duffers 
who flail the soil of their native land in 
pursuit of the game of golf, I have launched 
a campaign for funds with which to raise a.

HOGAN . . "Por oll ee 
DUFFER'S FRIEND. that ignominious 11 
—eight over par—served as a shot in the arm, 
a battery under our blankets. It will do more 
for us than Napoleon’s speech did for the Old 
Guard. Thanks to that 11, our chins will. be 
held higher when we head into the wilds of the 
rough this summer, our tread will be lighter 
when we stride into a trap, and our tempers will 
be better when we knock our divots farther than 


the ball.

Vc WILL BE able to say to ourselves, when 
our tee shot barely carries the women’s tee, that 
golf is such an exacting game, calling for such a 
fine co-ordination of mind and muscle, that even 
Ben Hogan occasionally finds the strain too 
much and splits at the seams like a pair of 
stitched-up-at-home pants. 

I can recall innumerable instances when the 
knowledge that Hogan had taken an 11 on a 
short hole would have comforted me as much as 
a mother’s kiss. There was that day at Rancho 
Santa Fe, in Bing Crosby’s tournament, when 
I was paired in the Pro-Amateur event with 
Jimmy Thomson, the world's mightiest hitter. 
Jim and I were ahead, with only a few holes to 
go. Victory meant $1000 to Jimmy and a hand- 
some traveling bag to me, plus untold gloating * 
privileges. I was on the green in two and, with 
the stroke handicap I had on the hole, needed 
only two putts for a birdie which would have 
wrapped up the tournament for us. But I didn’t 
two-putt. I nine-putted, and one of the putts 
‘was probably the longest ball I ever hit in my 
life. It scampered across the green and came to 
rest in a tranquil little brook which murmured 


alongside.

THERE WAS THE DAY in the North and 
South Amateur Championship at Pinehurst, N. 
C., when I was the top heavy favorite to win 
the eleventh flight, being as my opponent was 
a gentleman who appeared on the first tee wear- 
ing the same suit he had worn when carrying a 
torch in a torchlight parade for William Henry 
Harrison, His beard was longer than his driver, 
and his personal physician served as his caddy, 
lest the old boy need restoratives between 
shots. 

I, having won the honor, struck the ball a 
mighty swipe on the first tee. It skittered off 
the toe of my club at right angles, and landed 
in the back seat of an automobile. Golf manu- 
facturers have never seen fit (unwisely, I feel) 
to build a club for playing shots from back 
seats of parked automobiles. It took me three 
shots to get the ball to the floorboard, two more 
to get it on the running board, and two more 
to get it on the ground.

ner, “Best Years of Our Lives,” 
which opened yesterday at the St. 
Louis Theater. For Goldwyn, along 
with Director William Wyler and 
Screenplay Writer Robert E. Sher- 
wood, has done a simple, yet tre- 
mondous and difficult thing. He 
has turned a mirror on the hearts 
of men and women of the country 
involved in a mass emotional ex- 
perience—the return of millions of 
soldiers, sailors and marines to 
their loved ones and their old 
ways of life. 

Goldwyn, Wyler, Sherwood and 
MacKinlay Kantor, who wrote the 
original story as a novel in blank 
verse, have made the reflections 
of that mirror so honest, so full 
of keen adult perception, so down- 
to-earth and yet so full of under- 
standing and compassion, that 
they have turned out a truly fine 
motion picture. They have taken 
the commonplace phases of the 
return of three war veterans and, 


oralizing or banality 
illuminated their problems and 
their solving of them with warmth 
and humor, with naturalism and 
with tenderness. “Best Years,” as 
a result, has an emotional impact 
that is one of the most powerful 
yet experienced on the screen. 
There will be plenty of eyes moist- 
ened over it, we're sure, but we 
like to think it will be the result 
of a deeper and more valid feeling 
than the rivulets fed by some of 


the standard tear-jerkers of the 


past. , 

Because the experiences of 
three veterans, Fred, 
Homer, have become so common- 
place through mass repetition, it 
was not an easy thing to make 
them seém fresh and absorbing 
on the screen. Dozens of pitzalls of 
triteness had to be avoided. Many 
of the things which are said here 
have been stated so often in effect 
in the postwar era, that it is only 
because they have been said so un- 
assumingly and simply that they 
can get by at this late date. One 
example of a movie with the same 
intent and with a greatly similar 
plot which fell short was “Till 
the End of Time.” But “Best 
Years” has been written and di- 
rected and acted with great in- 
telligence, a quality conspicuously 
absent from a lot of the Holly- 
wood product; and ft is only such 
intelligence that can produce art- 
lessness and simplicity on a higher 
level, 

For example, consider the story 
of Homer Parish, the sailor who 
returns home with two articulated 
hooks in place o: hands.

AFE opening leads—that neith- 
5 er gain nor lose a trick—are 

often the best leads. Sometimes, 
however, some risk must be as 
sumed in order not to lose time. 
For example: 

South, dealer. 

Both sides vulnerable. 


West, oblivious to the informa- 
tion that he should have gained 
from .the opponents’ bidding, 
looked for an absolutely “safe” 
lead and was satisfied that he had 
found it in the spade queen. Ac- 
tually, of course, he made matters 
absurdly easy for the declarer. 
After taking out two rounds of 
trumps, declarer established the 
heart suit and thus provided for 
his losing diamonds. West, on 
winning with the heart ace, drew 
another trump and prevented the 
ruff of one losing club, but the 
contract itself became a laydown. 


This was not one of the hands 
in which to select a safe opening. 
The opponents had bid three suits 
and it was fairly obvious that 
unless diamonds were opened, de- 
fensive tricks in that suit might 
evaporate. West himself had 
control of hearts but it did not 
require great imagination to fore- 
see that dummy’s announced heart 
suit might become established 
very quickly. With clubs bid at 
his right, West had no reason to 
attack that suit. Thus, although 
West's particular holding did not 
make a diamond lead attractive, 
that lead still should have been 
made on the facts adduced from 
the bidding. This opening would 
have established two diamond 
tricks for the defenders before 
the heart ace could be removed 
and would have defeated the con- 
tract.

School authorities, however, can 
select teachers especially fitted by 
temperament and training to teach 
defective children, Then there 
must be space, equipment and sup- 
plies that permit the teacher to 
do the work required. 

There must also be understand- 
ing on the part of the supervisors 
of such classes, so that one will 
not come along to test the chil- 
dren on the same hasis as she is 
examining the regular classes, 
That has been done to the ever- 
lasting shame of school adminis- 
trations. 

The teacher of such a class, hav-

HERE is one institution in 
Phoenix that I have heard 
about for many, many years— 
St. Luke’s Sanitarium, All over 
this country and even in Europe, 
there are people who will remem- 
ber the man who founded it—the 
late Bishop Julius W. Atwood. He 
had friends of every age and in 
every station of society. He was 
equally at home in an old castle 
in Great Britain or in a ranch 
house out in the ‘at of Ari- 
zona, where perhaps the mother 
the not only cared for 
her own children, but for all “the 
‘on the ranch as well. 
en he retired as bishop of 
Arizona, I think his greatest in- 
terest in life was gone. But to- 
day St. Luke’s Sanitarium, which 
his efforts built, stands as a mon- 
ument to him. He used to tell me 
stories of people with tuberculosis 
arriving in this health-giving cli- 
mate who had no place to live 
and no place to receive proper 
medical care. That was the prob- 
lem of hundreds of people and it 
became his greatest preoccupation. 
St. Luke’s is a private institu- 
tion, but it is under the special 
supervision of the Episcopal 
Church. There is another hospi- 
tal here under the supervision of 
the Catholic. Church. Yesterday 
my daughter, Miss Thompson and 
I visited St. Luke’s. As I went 
through the main building and 
saw the cheerful rooms, I could 
not help feeling what a blessing 
it was for the patients to have 
such bright surroundings, since 
tuberculosis is a disease in which 
a cheerful spirit helps recovery. 
I stopped to speak to an army 


nurse back from overseas and 
many other patients, but my main 
objective was to see the son of 
an old friend. He did not, how- 
ever, look much like a patient, 
having gained 10 pounds. He will 
be allowed to leave the hospital 
next week, though he must still 
spend some time in recuperation. 

They told me that his bed will 
be the first vacancy they have had 
in weeks and that they have a 
long waiting list. The same is 
true of the state hospital and of 
the veterans hospital, which -have 
every bed filled. This means that 
the conditions which used to exist, 
where tubercular patients were ob- 
liged to stay at home, thereby run- 
ning the risk of the dis- 
ease, now exist again. This state's 
climate holds out to so many peo- 
ple the hope for a complete cure 
and to others the chance to live 
and to work for many years, But 
facilities for their care must be 
increased, 

It strikes me there is a need 
here for the development of small 
industries — industries in which 
people do not have to work under 
pressure and in which individual 
consideration can be given to the 
workers, In this age when the 
tendency in most places is to big- 
ger and bigger units of produc- 
tion, I feel that we lost sight of 
small industries which may not 
bring in high returns on the cap- 
ital invested, but which can give 
the workers a decent living and 


more satisfaction, because they 
can often see an operation through 
from beginning to end. In a state 
where sO many people come in 
search of health, this seems es- 
pecially important.
